Father O'Kelly, of Castlo Oarden, stated
tho facts in tho caso as follows :

'iho girl Ilafaella was a stcorago passcngor
on the steamship Ilolivla, which arrived from
Naulos yesterday. On landing at Castle Gar.
den she said that she was alone iu this coun-
try without rolativoB, and that she wanted to
get work as n domestic.

llefore shv could be placed olsowhoro Pelle-
grini and tho woman boegio took hold of her
and asked her to go to Willinmsburg.

The old woman Faid that bUo was ltafaclla's
godmother and that Nuncca Itossi, of ltiano,
provinco of Salerno, ltafaella's mother, had
consented that tho girl should marry Viu-ceiu-

Pellegrini thorcfore claimed the girl as his
wife, both because he had sent $40 to

mother and because he had already
married hor by proxy.
